The  Asiatic  cbolem,  the  sinking 
phantasm  of  death,  had  just  arrived  on  eur 
shorea,  and  was  advancing  up  the  Mississip¬ 
pi.  and  hail  already  reached  St.  Louis,  l^ie 
country  was  in  a  fever  of  alarm  over  th 
pestilence  that  waa  stalking  over  it,  and 
which  had  thus  far  baffled  the  combined 
skill  and  science  of  the  entire  medical  pro¬ 
fession.  Naturally  enough  the  conversation 
turned  upon  this  subject  •  1  Aftsr  it  had  been 
discussed  for  awhile  it  was  suggested  that 
those  present  form  themselves  into  a  society 
to  be  called  The  Society  of  the  L  1st  Man, 
The  main  idea  was  that  they  should  have  a 
banquet  each  year,  at  which  places  should 
be  provided  for  all,  aud  that  when  only  one 
of  them  remained,  he  was  to  drink  a  bottle 
of  wine,  which  they  were  to  provide  at  the 
first  meeting  and  save  up  for  hi*  Use.  A 
mahogany  casket  was  provided  for  its  recep¬ 
tion,  und  on  the  uigkt  of  the  first  meeting 
the  wine  was  procured  and  locked  up,  the 
key-hole  filled  with  sealing  wax  nnd  the 
casket  sealed  with  the  seal  of  the  society. 
Ihe  key  was  moreover  thrown  away,  so  that 
by  no  means  could,  the  box  be  opened 
and  closed  again  without  its  being  dis¬ 
covered. 

I11  Jnne,  1837,  Dr.  James  M.  Mason  died 
and  their  mystic  number  seven  was  brokrn 
into,  and  on  the  following  October,  when 
their  banquet  took  place,  there  was  one  va¬ 
cant  seat  at  the  board,  one  plate  lay  on  the 
table  untouched.  In  November,  1839,  Wil¬ 
liam  Stunberry  died,  and  on  the  following 
year,  when  they  canie  together  again,  only 
five  sat  at  the  table,  and  there  were  two  va¬ 
cant  places.  In  Septemlier,  1842,  J.  B. 
Mason,  the  artist,  breathed  his  last,  and  the 
following  month,  when  the  Society  of  the 
Last  Man  came  together,  there  were  but 
four  of  them — three  vacant  chairs  and  three 
upturned  plates  told  the  story.  For  seven 
successive  years  did  these  four  hold  tbeir 
anniversary  banquet  without  further  chauge, 
the  sealed  casket  being  handed  around  from 
yea*  to  year  among  those  who  rerttai 
In  November,  1849,  William  Disney  died, 
leaving  but  three  of  the  seven  alive.  In 
Juua,^flk  Fenton  Lawson’s  career  was 
euded^^jjf^Dr.  Vattier  and  H.  L.  Tatem 
were  1  lie  only  survivors.  Mr.  Tatem  bad 
possession  of  the  casket  at  this  time,  and  bad 
morbid  fear  that  he  would  lie  the  lust  man 
and  it  be  left  in  bis  possession.

Remarkable  Fall  of  a  Reservoir. — A 
reservoir  to  supply  Conshobocken,  Pa., 
was  built  last  fall  at  a  cost  of  $72,000,  and  is 
an  excellent  piece  of  workm«nship.

The  casket  was  placed 
on  the  table,  its  seal  broken,  and  its  lid  pried 
off.  The  bottle  of  wine  whiah  for  twenty- 
three  \  cm’s  had  reposed  withiu  was  opened 
and  drank  in  silence  aud  solitude  by  the 
survivor  of  all  those  seven.  No  one  was 
permitted  to  break  that  solitude,  and  the 
on<’  meal  wus  eaten  and  drank  without  the 
sound  of  a  voioe.  And  each  succeeding 
year,- on  the  6th  of  October,  does  the  Last 
Man  repeat  the  solitary  report,  be  sitting 
with  six  upturned  plates  on  the  board.  Aud 
while  he  sits  there  iu  silenee  and  alone,  there 
come  trooping  around  him  the  memories  of 
all  those  who  once  joined  with  him  in  the 
merry-making,  aud  yet  the  heart  of  the 
kindly  old  man  is  as  young  and  his  feelings 
as  tender  as  they  w«re  forty  years  ago  wheu 
he  little  thought  of  ever  becoming  The  Last 
Man.
